LT.—COM. HASLEWOO0 D'S CASE. 


“The following paragraphs. which 
were culled from “Truth” of Decem- 
ber 15, 1920 speak for themselves. 

Further questions about the system 
of child-slavery’ among the Chinese 
in Hong Kong have. been asked in 
the House of Commons:since I refer- 
red to the matter a moath ago, The 
Colonial Office has continued to give 
tephes—based, of course, on informa- 

j ties furnished by the Hong Kong 
Government—which are evasive and 
Misleading. It is denied that there 
is any slavery—and legally slavery 
could not exist in any British colony 
—but it is admitted that girls are 
“trarsferred” by parents or guard- 
ians in retern fora morey payment, 
and thorgh it is said that they are 
usually boaght “for domestic ser- 
vice,” it is notoriens that they are 
also taken into horses of. ill-fame. 
Tt is also denied chat there isevidence 
that the: girlslaves are iil-treated, 
but the local magistrates, the police 
ard the public know better. ; 

Besides replying to questions in 
the House, the Colonial Office has 
circulated privately an answer to the 
statements of Lientenant-Commander 

} Haslewood, R.N., and Mrs. Haslewood. 
| While her husband was serving as 
an Officer in the Hongkong Dockyard 
the lady wrote a letter to the 
local press on child-slavery, with 
the. result that  Lieutenant- 
Commander Haslewood wes 
officially warned that unless he stop- 
ped bit wife from pursuing the 
subject—which he refused to do—he 
would be superseded and sent home, 
This warning at the instigation of 
the Governor is defended on the 
ground that Mrs. Haslewood’s
